The Chairman announced the death of George E. Hardy, 
Professor of English Language and Literature in the College of 
New York. 

Trustee Ketchum, by unanimousconsent, presented the follow- 
ing communication from the Faculty : 
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The Faculty and Instructors of the College of the City of 
New York have learned with deep regret of the sudden death 
of their colleague and friend, Professor George E. Hardy. Re- 
cently advanced to a new spliere of work, Professor Hardy had 
the promise of a long career of usefulness in the profession 
which he had chosen. His singularly elastic and cheerful tem- 
perament commended liim to his companions and pupils, who 
were at the same time impressed by the force and vigor of liis 
character. Many years of experience had qualified him to deal 
wisely with boys and with men. His success as a Principal gave 
assurance of corresponding success as a Professor. His enthus- 
iasm for literature, and his firm belief in its elevating and en- 
nobling power were an animating influence in the Department 
of English. In the prime of life, in vigorous health, and im- 
pressed with a serious sense of the dignity and importance of the 
work in which he was engaged, he had a right to expect that the 
coming years should bring him renewed opportunities for use- 
fulness, ever-increasing respect and affection from his students, 
and honor from the community in which he lived.

The title of Assistant Professor having been established in the 
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College under section 66a of tlie Manual, the matter of com- 
pensation to be paid Assistant Professors when appointed has 
been carefully considered by your Connnittee, and it is recom- 
mended that said section be amended, by the adoption of the 
following resolution : 

Resolved^ That section 65a of the by-laws be amended as fol- 
lows : 

Page 89, strike out the words "and assistant" at the end 
of tlie fifth line from the bottom, and also the word •' Pro- 
fessors '^ at the beginning of the fourth line from the bot- 
tom. 

Same page, after the word "advisable" in the seventh 
line from the top, insert " but in the selection of Assistant 
Professors the Board shall not be limited in its choice to 
persons already connected with the College." 

Same page, after the word "tutors" in the third line 
from the bottom, insert " Assistant Professors shall receive 
a salary of at least $2,500 per annum, but not more than 
$3,500. If appointed at less than the latter sum they may, 
upon the recommendation of the Executive Committee, re- 
ceive thereafter an annual increase of salary of $100 until 
such salary shall reach the said maximum sum of $3,500." 

Be it further resolved^ That there be added at the end of sec- 
tion 65a the following words : 

" The Assistant Professors shall be admitted to member- 
ship in the Faculty and share in the discussions and deliber- 
ations of the same, and shall also have a vote on subjects 
under discussion, excepting as to changes in the course of 
study, conferring of degrees, and recommendations for the 
appointment of Assistant Professors."

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The section as amended will read as follows : 

Section 65a. The Board of Trustees may, on the recom- 
mendation of the Executive Committee, confer on any Tutor 
who shall have served at least five years, the title of Instructor 
in one of the Departments of the College, upon proof of scholar- 
ship satisfactory to the Board, and the title of Assistant Profes- 
sor in any department may, in like mannner, be conferred on any 
Instructor after five years of service as such, when in the opinion 
of the Board of Trustees it shall be deemed advisable, hut in the 
seUction of Assistant Professors the Board shall not he limited 
in its choice to persons already connected with the College, Any 
Tutor who, at the time of the adoption of this by-law, may have 
served for over five years, shall, at the expiration of ten years (►f 
service in the College, after one years service as Instructor, be 
eligible as Assistant Professor. Any Tutor who may have served 
as a teacher in the public schools or in the Evening Schools of 
this city, shall in applying for the promotion contained in this 
section, receive the same credit for this service as is ijiven \i) a 
Tutor in section 65 in detennining his salary. The salaries of 
Instructors shall be the same as those prescribed in these by-laws 
for Tutors. Assistant Professors sliall receive a salartj of at 
least $2,500 per annuia^ hut not more than $3,500. //' ap- 
pointed at less than the latter sum tliey 7n.ay^ upon the recovi- 
mendation of the Executive Committee^ receive thereafter an 
annual increase of salary of $100 until such salary shall reach 
the said maximum sum of $3,500. Original appointments of 
Instructors may also be made, provided the candidates have had 
experience in other collegiate institutions of good standing, equiv- 
alent to that required for the promotion of Tutors to the same 
rank. The salaries of Instructors so appointed shall not exceed, 
for the same length of service, those of Instructors by promotion. 
The Assistant Professors shall be admitted to membership in the 
Faculty and share in the discussions and deliberations of the 
same, and shall also have a vote on subjects under discussion, ex. 
eepting as to changes in the course of study, conferring of de- 
grees, and recommendations for the appointment of Assistant 
Professors. 
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Trustee Ketchum asked and obtained unanimous consent for 
tlie immediate consideration of said report. 

The Chairman put the (juestion whether the Board would 
adopt tlie resolutions attached to the report of the Executive 
Committee, and it was unanimously decided in the affirmative.

Meeting, for the purpose of considering a report from the Spe- 
cial Committee on the acquisition of a site for the College. 

Trustee Ketchum, on behalf of the Special Committee, sub- 
mitted the following communication from Acting Counsel to 
the Corporation, Wm. L. Turner :

New Yory, June 30, 1897. 

To the Trustees of the College of the City of New York : 

Gentlemen — I have received a communication from Mr. 
Ketchum, as Chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
College, transmitting a form of contract coutainiug descriptions

of certain property to be acquired for the new College site, 
which embraces parcels covered by certain options filed with the 
Title Guarantee and Trust Company, which options include only 
property contained within sections of the original College site, 
as set forth in the original map heretofore tiled in the Register's 
OflSce, the acquisition of which your body has recently specially 
approved. A considerable portion, I am reminded, of the 
ground so selected, has already been acquired by the cit}'. 

Mr. Ketchum's purpose in writing this letter of inquiry is, 
first, to obtain my approval as to the form of the contract, and, 
second, my advice as to whether you may proceed to condemn a 
certain plot of five lots contained within the section referred to 
not included in any option or agreement under an amendment 
to the act originally passed, which amendment is contained in an 
act of 1897. Embraced within this latter question is the further 
question as to whether a new map, excluding the northwesterly 
block, must necessarily be filed before you can proceed to com- 
plete the acquisition of the plots which the Board of Trustees 
has, as before stated, approved. The plots so decided upon con- 
sist of the entire site embraced within the original map, except 
the northwesterly block between Amsterdam and Con- 
vent avenues. One Hundred and Thirty-ninth and One Hun- 
dred and Fortieth streets. 

With reference to the first suggestion that the contract receive 
my approval as to form, I enclose the same with such approval 
endorsed thereon. With reference to the second suggestion, I 
quote from the amendatory act passed May 15, 1897, so far as it 
is relevant : 

" And the said Trustees are hereby authorized to modify the 
map of the site selected so as to omit any part thereof, but in 
case any part of the site heretofore selected shall be omitted 
from the said site by the said Trustees, the authority to purchase 
the remainder thereof shall be limited to the expenditure of the 
proportion of such sum of eight hundred thousand dollars as the 
area of the modified site may bear to the whole site. If, within 
thirty days after such site shall be selected, and such tnap or 
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modified map sliall be filed, tlie said Board of Trustees shall not 
be able to agree with the owner or owners of such site for the 
purchase thereof as hereinbefore provided, the said Board may 
and shall, in the name and on behalf of the Maj^or, Aldermen 
and Commonalty of the City of New York, proceed to acquire 
the title to and ownership of the lands constituting such selected 
site, or such parts thereof as have not been acquired by purchase 
as aforesaid." 

At a meeting of tlie Board of Trustees of the College, held 
on the 26th of May, 1897, the following relevant passage from 
the minutes is cited : 

" Trustee Kktchum moved that the Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, President of the College, and Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee be directed to proceed towards the acquisition of 
the entire site selected for the College, as per map on file. 

'' Trustee Peaslee offered the following as a substitute for 
said motion : 

'' That the Committee heretofore appointed, consisting of the 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees, President of the College, 
and Chairman of the Executive Committee, be increased by two 
Trustees, to be appointed by the Chairman of the Board of Trust- 
ees, and that this Committee of five be directed to proceed with- 
out delay towards the acquisition, by condemnation or otherwise, 
of the block bounded by Amsterdam avenue, Convent avenue, 
One Hundred and Thirty-ninth and One Hundred and Thirty- 
eighth streets, and the block bounded by Convent avenue, St. 
Nicholas Terrace and One Hundred and Thirty-eighth streets." 

This substitute was adopted by a vote of 12 to 6, and there- 
after it was decided that the Committee appointed under the 
foregoing resolution report, at the next meeting, more data as to 
whether the block not covered in the resolution should be ac- 
quired. The substitute thus adopted excluded the northwesterly 
block bounded by One Hundred and Thirty-ninth and One Hun- 
dred and P\)rtieth streets and Amsterdam and Convent avenues 
originally embraced in the map filed under the act amended. 

It will be noted, therefore, that from the proceedings quoted 
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in rny possession it does not appear that the Board has finally de- 
termined not to acquire the whole site as originally proposed. 
Until such determination shall have been made, it is clear that 
the map already filed should not be modified by the exclusion of 
any portion of the site originally selected, because, when that is 
done I think tliat such map as thus modified would be conclu- 
sive, and the Board would have no further power to change it. 
If tlie map be not changed, proceedings should be taken for the 
acquisition of the whole of the site covered by the original map, 
either by purchase or by condemnation, or by both. So that my 
advice to you with reference to the second question proposed by 
Mr. Ketch uM is, that a new map need not be filed unless it is 
determined permanently to abandon the northwesterly block not 
covered by Dr. Pkaslee's resolution, but that if it is determined 
to abandon that site a new map showing the modification should 
be filed. This advice is supplemented by the further suggestion 
that when condemnation proceedings are resorted to they should 
embrace the acquisition of the whole site shown upon the map 
originally filed, if sucli map be not modified, and should include 
all parcels which the Board may not be able to acquire by pur- 
chase. 

There is, however, one further suggestion which I desire to 
make with reference to this subject, which is not specifically 
covered by Mr. Ketchum's letter, but as to which it is im- 
portant that your Board should be advised. 

It is with reference to the streets included in the site selected 
by tiie Sub-Committee of the Executive Committee and ap- 
proved by your Board at its meeting held July 18, 1895. 

The site proposed is described in a letter dated June 26, 1895, 
and signed by such Sub Committee or Committee on Site, being 
addressed to the Executive Committee of the Board of Trustees 
of the College of the City of New York. 

The description contained in this letter is as follows : 

" After mature deliberation and careful personal investigation 
of the sites for the new College offered, your Committee unani- 
mously report that in their opinion the lot or parcel of ground 
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bounded on tlie north by One Hundred and Fortieth street, on the 
east by St. Nicholas Terrace, on tlie south by One Hundred and 
Thirty-eighth street and on the west by Amsterdam avenue, is 
the site most suitable for tlie uses and purposes of said College." 

The site thus described and selected by the Committee on Sites 
was the site approved by tlie Board of Trustees of the College, 
and the map that was prepared and filed in the Register's Ofiice 
shows the intersecting streets, that is. One Hundred and Thirty- 
ninth street and Convent avenue. 

When the map is amended, if it be amended, the description 
of the site adopted in pursuance of the amendatory act herein- 
before quoted should be made to accord with the facts, and the 
existence of the intersecting streets which it is, of course, not 
within your power to take and close, should be shown.

Trustee Ketchum, on behalf of the Special Committee on the 
acquisition of a site and buildhigs for the College, offered the 
following preamble and resolutions : 

Whereas^ An agreement has been executed by the Title Guarantee 
and Trust Company of the City of New York, and is pres- 
ented for approval to the Boai'd of Trustees of the College of 
the City of New York, representing the Mayor, Aldermen 
and Commonalty of the City of New York, for their a}> 
proval and the signatures of a majority of the said Board 
of Trustees of the College of the City of New York, by 
virtue of which agreement it is proposed to sell to the 
Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the City of New 
York, the various pieces of property hereinafter described 
for the aggregate sum of three hundred and twenty-seven 
thousand dollars. 

Resolved^ That this Board of Trustees of the College of the 
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City of New York hereby approves tlie said agreement and 
tlie signing of the same by a majority of this Board. 

Resolved further^ That tliis Board of Trustees of the College 
of the City of New York in conformity witli section 4 of 
Chapter 108 of the Laws of this State of 1895, requests 
tliat the Comptroller will issue bonds to an amount sufficient 
to pay the said contract price of three hundred and twenty- 
seven thousand dollars for said property together wdth the 
expense of examining and guaranteeing the title to said 

% property whicli is mentioned and described in said agree- 
ment as nine hundred and sixty-seven -^^ dollars. The 
land and premises referred to are bounded and described as 
follows : 

All those two tracts of land situate in the Twelfth Ward 
of the City of New York which are described as follows: 

The first tract: Lying on the easterly side of Convent 
avenue connnencing at a jmint where the northerly line of 
One Hundred and Thirty-eighth street would intersect the 
said easterly line of Convent avenue, if prolonged; ranning 
thence northerly along the easterly side of Convent avenue, 
ninety feet seven inches more or less, to the land now or 
late belonging to John Pentz ; thence along the division line 
between the said property of the said party of the first part 
and the said Pentz, three hundred and twenty-two feet one 
inch, more or less, in a southeasterly direction, until the 
same would intersect a line coincident with the northerly 
line of One Hundred and Thirty-eighth street, if the same 
w^ere j)rolonged across Convent avenue, and thence along the 
said last mentioned line, three hundred and nineteen feet 
and seven inches, more or less, to the easterly side of Con- 
vent avenue, to the point or place of beginning.

a line which would be a prolongation of the said center line 
of One Hundred and Thirty-ninth street, forty-nine feet 
eleven and one- eighth inches, more or less, to the westerly 
side of St. Nicholas terrace. 

The second parcel: And also all that plot of land which 
is described as follows : Beginning at a point in the west 
side of a parcel of land designated upon certain maps here- 
tofore filed in the office of the Register of the City and 
County of New York as Pentz street, at a point distant 
twenty-five feet southerly from the south side of One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-ninth street, if extended ; running thence 
southerly along the west side of the said so-called Pentz street, 
one hundred and twenty-five feet ; thence westerly and 
parallel with the south side of One Hundred and Thirty- 
ninth street, if extended, one hundred feet ; thence northerly 
and parallel with the easterly side of Convent avenue, one 
hundred and twenty-five feet ; thence easterly one hundred 
feet to the point or place of beginning ; be the said several 
distances and dimensions more or less, together with all the 
right, title and interest of the said James A. Deering in and 
to the said so-called Pentz street, adjoining the said parcels 
of land. 

Also all that lot of land lying in the Twelfth Ward of 
the City of New York, described as follows : Beginning at 
a point on the southerly side of One Hundred and Thirty- 
ninth street, which point is distant one hundred and fifty- 
feet easterly from the corner formed by the easterly side of 
Amsterdam avenue with the southerly side of One Hundred 
and Thirty-ninth street; running thence southerly and 
parallel with Amsterdam Avenue, ninety-nine feet and 
eleven inches, to the center line of the block between One 
Hundred and Thirty-eighth and One Hundred and Thirty- 
ninth streets ; thence easterly along the center line of the 
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block and parallel with One Hundred and Thirty-ninth 
street, twenty-five feet ; thence northerly and again parallel

three per cent, interest. 

2d. One thousand dollars ($1,000) belonging to the Bennett 
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Prize Fund on deposit with the Mercantile Trust Company, 
drawing two per cent, interest. 

3d. One thousand dollars ($1,000) belonging to the Kelly 
Medal Fund on deposit with the New York Life Insurance and 
Trust Company, drawing three per cent, interest. 

Your Committee also find that there are sixteen thousand dol- 
lars ($16,000) of the Grosvenor Fund already invested in bond 
and mortgage on premises known as Nos. 541, 543 and 545 
Ninth avenue, at 4^ per cent, interest. The owners of this 
property have recently made application to have this mortgage 
increased to twenty-two thousand dollars ($22,000), at the same 
rate of interest. J. Edgar Leaycraft, a real estate expert, has 
appraised this property at sixty thousand dollars ($60,000), and 
your Committee would recommend that six thousand dollars 
($6,000) of the above eleven thousand dollars ($11,000) belong- 
ing to the Grosvenor Fund be invested on this property. 

Your Committee would also recommend that the balance of 
the Grosvenor Fund, five thousand dollars ($5,000). and the one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) of the Bennett Prize Fund, and the 
one thousand dollars ($1,000) of the Kelly Medal Fund be in- 
vested on bond and mortgage, and if suitable separate mortgages 
cannot be secured, that they be consolidated into one loan.

An Act 

To amend chapter one hundred and sixty-eight of the laws of 
eighteen hundred ahd ninety-five, entitled "^'An act to 
authorize the procuring of new grounds and the erection 
thereon of buildings for the use of the College of the. City 
of New York, and to provide the means to pay for the same 
and giving authority to its trustees," and the several acts 
amendatory thereof. Accepted by the city. 

Became a law May 15th, 1897, with the approval of the Gov- 
ernor. Pajssed, three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York^ represented m Senate 
amd Assembly y do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Section three di chapter one hundred and sixty- 
eight of the laws of eighteen hundred and ninety-five, entitled 
" An act to authorize the procuring of new grounds, and the 
erection thereon of buildings for the use of the College of the 
City of New York, and to provide the means to pay for the 
same and giving authority to its trustees," and the several acts 
amendatory thereof, is hereby amended to read as follows : 

§ 3. Upon the selection of such site and the filing of such mip, 
the said board of ti^^stees may, and they are hereby authorized in 
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the name and pn behalf of the major, aldermen and commonalty 
of the city of New York, to enter into contract with the owner 
or several owners of said site or of individual parcels composing 
the same, for the purchase thereof at a price or prices to be ap- 
proved by the board of estimate and apportionment of the said 
city at the reasonable value thereof. The said board of trustees 
are hereby authorized to contract in prices which shall not ex- 
ceed in the aggregate the sum of eight hundred thousand dollars 
for the entire site selected by the said board, and should any part 
or parts be not contracted for the said trustees are authorized to 
make contracts for the remaining portions of said site at an 
aggregate price as much less than eight hundred thousand dollars, 
proportionately, as the area of the part not contracted for shall 
bear to the area of the entire site selected. And the said trustees 
are hereby authorized to modify the map of the site selected so 
as to omit any part thereof, but in case any part of the site here- 
tofore selected shall be omitted 'from the said site by the said 
trustees, the authority to purchase tl^e remainder thereof shall be 
limited to the expenditure of the proportion of such sum of eight 
hundred thousand dollars as the area of the modified site may 
bear to the whole site. If within thirty days after such site shall 
be selected, and such map or modified map shall be filed, the said 
board of trustees shall not be able to agree with the owner or 
ovmers of such site for the purchase thereof as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, the said board may and shall, in the name and on behalf 
of the mayor, aldermen and commonalty of the city of New 
York, proceed to acquire the title to and ownership of the lands 
constituting such selected site, or such parts thereof as have not 
been acquired by purchase as aforesaid. The proceedings to 
acquire such title and ownership shall be the same as or conform 
as nearly as may be to the proceedings prescribed in sections two 
to seven, inclusive, of chapter one hundred and ninety-one of the 
laws of eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, entitled " An act to 
provide^ for the acquisition of sites for school buildings by the 
board of education of the city of New York," the same as if the 
words "board of trustees of the College of the City of New 
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York," were nsed in said sections of said act in the place and 
stead of the words " board of education," and with like force, 
authority and effect. 

§ 2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Mr. Eidlitz subsequently retired from the competition, and 
Mr. George Martin Huss was substituted. 

On August 3d, the following conditions for the Architects 
competing for the new building were approved by the Sub-Com- 
mittee and the Architects in joint session : 

Conditions for Architects Competvug for the New Building for 

the College of the City of New York. 

The drawings required : 

One Plan of the cellar and each of the several floors. 
Three Elevations. 

One or two sections, the lines of which may be staggered. 
One Perspective View on a scale of 8 feet to 1 inch, meas- 
ured on the nearest angle of the building. 

These drawings must be on the scale of i of 1 inch to one foot, 
and must be executed in India ink on white paper, without shad- 
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ing or shadows. Door and window openings on elevations to be 
tinted in India ink. Walls and partitions to be filled in solid 
with India ink. No landscape or fignres shall be drawn on the 
elevations or perspective, except one figure on each to indicate 
scale. No color work, shading or shadows allowed. 

No other drawings, models, sketches or details than those above 
mentioned will be received. 

A type-written description shall accompany the drawings, stat- 
ing materials proposed, features of construction, and any general 
information that cannot well be shown on the drawings. 

The building is to be fireproof, and to conform to municipal 
ordinances. 

No design will be considered that does not substantially con- 
form to these conditions. 

All drawings submitted shall be either mounted on stretchers 
or heavy book boards with white borders, and no border lines oi* 
other framing will be allowed. 

Designs must be submitted on or before December 1st 1897, 
and none received after said specified date will be considered. 

The author or authors of each of the eight designs conforming 
to these conditions shall each receive the sum of three hundi*ed 
and fifty dollars ($350), except the one of the number who 
shall be chosen as the architect, who shall not receive a com- 
petition fee but shall be engaged for the work at the usual 
compensation of architects, viz., five per cent, on the outlay. 

The above conditions were approved, after due consideration, 
at a joint meeting of the Sub-Committee on Building and the 
Competing Architects, held on August 3d, 1897.

At the beginning of the 
collegiate year 1897-8 there were on the rolls 1,933 students, 
distributed as follows : 

Senior Class 97 students. 

Junior Class 164 " 

Sophomore Class 266 " 

Freshman Class 436 " 

Sub-Freshman Class 970 "

This is the largest number of students ever in attendance at 
the College, and the Class of '97 was the largest ever graduated. 

During the year 1896-7 the deportment of the students was 
of such marked excellence (especially in the higher classes) that 
the President of the College — in whose hands the discipline is 
placed by your rules (33 et seg.) — has thought proper for the 
year 1897-8 to suspend the requirements of Eule 36 so far as it 
applies to the Senior and Junior Classes on the ground that they 
are practically able to govern themselves. 

The usual high standard of scholarship has also been main- 
tained. If any change has occurred, it has been in the way of 
improvement. It would appear that, as the limited accommoda- 
tions of the building are well known, for several years the 
anxiety of the large number who desired admission has operated 
to make them prepare themselves better for the entrance exami- 
nation. They have also, after admission to the College, shown 
themselves more eager to retain their places by diligent applica- 
tion to their work. 

In regard to the teaching force, the salutary rules (Section 65a) 
recently adopted for the promotion of tutors to the rank of in- 
structor, have been found to have had a stimulating effect, and 
have increased the efficiency of their instruction. 
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The. institution was opened for the admission of students in 
1848, and the first class was graduated in 1853. The faculty 
report for that year shows that there were on the rolls at the 
opening of the term (September 7th, 1853) 435 students. At 
that time the main building, with no annexes of any kind, was 
the only one we possessed. 

Owing to the increase in tlie number of students, extra 
accommodations were in time deemed necessary, and sixteen 
years later, in 1869, the atmex on Twenty-second Street was 
built containing thirteen class rooms and a lecture room. The 
report of the faculty for 1869 shows that there were on tlie rolls 
of the College 774 students. 

In the twenty-eight years that have since elapsed, the number 
of students has increased from 774 to 1,933, and yet the only 
new accommodations since provided are the wing containing the 
workshop, chemical and physical laboratories and the drawing 
room ; the small wing to the Twenty-second Street building ; the 
sub-division of three large rooms into seven smaller ones; the 
division of the Chapel into nine class rooms ; and the use of the 
library for class room purposes. While the number of students 
is — in 1897 — two and a half times as great as it was in 1869, the 
accommodations have increased about one-third. 

The covering of so large a proportion of grounds witli build- 
ings has resulted in an insufficiency of surrounding air space* 
On dark days artificial light is necessary in many of the rooms, 
while some are dimly lighted even in the brightest weather. 

The object in making this comment, is not so much to show 
the necessity for prompt action in providing a commodious, new 
home for the College, as to indicate that the growth of the last 
forty years — ^a growth which will probably be much surpassed in 
the future — demonstrates : 

First — That the new site should give ample room for expan- 
sion, and. 

Second. — That the plans for the new edifice should provide, 
not merely for the present and the immediate future, but for a 
longer period; in fact, that provision should be made both in 
building and ground to render another removal unnecessary. 
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With a knowled/aje of th€ mighty growth of our city during a 
comparatively short time, we consider it our duty to urge upon 
your honorable body, the acquisition at an early date, of the re- 
mainder of the block set down in the original map of the new 
site. Eleven of the twenty-eight lots already belong to the city, 
and the legislature has made ample provision for the purchase of 
the remaining seventeen. If these lots are not acquired, and the 
eleven belonging to the city are released, there is little doubt 
that, at a time not very remote, the city will be obliged to purchase 
them at a greatly enhanced price ; meanwhile, as the block in 
question is the only one east of Amsterdam Avenue, and between 
139th Street and 145th Street not restricted by deed to pri- 
vate residence, there is the possibility that builders may make it 
an eye-sore to the neighborhood, and still further enhance its 
ultimate cost to the city. 

With regard to the new buildings, we think it proper to make 
a single suggestion. The main building, containing lecture and 
recitation rooms, should, we think, be placed on that portion of 
the site in which the air space will always be naturally most ex- 
tensive, and where the greatest quietude will be secured. The 
frontage on St. Nicholas Terrace presents these advantages. We 
therefore suggest that the architects be required to regard this 
recommendation in their plans, and in case their plans are made, 
to change them so as to conform to it. The frontage just indi- 
cated has the additional advantage of affording a fine facade.

Trustee Webb presented the following communication : 

Law Department, 
Office of the Counsel to the Corporation, 
A. M. New York, February 25, 1897. 

General Alexander S. Webb, 

President of the College of the City of New York : 

Sir — I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your let- 
ter of the 16th inst. to the Counsel to the Corporation, request- 
ing him to furnish to the Comptroller of the city an opinion 
clearly defining the position of the College with reference to the 
application of the civil service rules covering the appointment of 
its president, professors, instructors and employes. 

As the Comptroller has not communicated directly with this 
department respecting the subject matter of your inquiry, I send 
the answer to you that you may present it to him, when the 
occasion arises, as an expression of opinion in the premises, which 
is fully concurred in by the department's head, who happens to 
be absent. 

The College of the City of New York is a distinct corporate 
entity, being a part of the University of the State of New York, 
and having in law no necessary connection with either the city 
or State government or with the Board of Education. It is true 
that the members of the Board of Education, with the President 
of the College, are ex-oflicio its trustees, and it is also true that it 
is supported by public monies. But so far as the former fact is 
concerned, it is not to be regarded as identifying the institution 
with that board or with the system of public education in this 
city in such a legal sense as to deprive it of its independent cor- 
porate character. (Chapter 264, Laws 1866, People ex rel.^ Bur- 
net against Jackson, 85 N. Y., 541.) And so far as the latter 
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fact is concerned, it is empowered to take by bequest and devise 
and is open to endowment, as are otlier colleges, so that whatever 
it may be in practice, in theory it is not wholly dependent upon 
public monies for its support. The question suggested by your 
query, therefore, is, does the fact that the College is thus sup- 
ported wliolly or in part by public funds make it a part of the 
civil service of the State or of the city, so as to bring it within 
the operation of Section 9 of Article 5 of the Constitution of 
1894, which, so far as it is relevant, is as follows : 

" Section 9. Appointments and promotions in the civil service 
in the State, and of all the civil divisions thereof, including cities 
and villages, shall be made according to merit and fitness to be 
ascertained, so far as practicable, by examination, which, so far as 
practicable, shall be competitive. ^ ^ ^ Laws shall be made 
to provide for the enforcement of this section." 

With reference to the construction to be placed upon this .new 
section, it is to be noted that certain propositions, among others, 
may be deemed to have been settled by recent decisions. First, 
the provision itself is self executing. Second, although enacted 
in contemplation of existing civil service statutes, these statutes 
are not in their provisions conclusive either as to what shall be 
deemed to be the civil service or as to the method by which ap- 
pointments or promotions may be made. And, third, classifica- 
tions made by the Governor or by Mayors of cities in pursuance 
of such existing statutes are not, in the light of this provision, 
conclusive upon the courts which may still examine the questions 
suggested by the facts respecting the College. (Chittenden 
against Wurster, as Mayor of Brooklyn, unreported. In re 
Keymer, 146 N. Y., 22t). Teople against Roberts, 148 N. Y., 
360.) 

Notwithstanding that the whole matter would thus be refer- 
al)le to the ci>iirts even though the L'3gislature hud in express 
terms exempted the College, I am bound to take into considera- 
tion the practical construction placed upon the Civil Service Acts 
heretofore in determining whether the President, professors, 
tutors and employes are i)art of the civil service of the State or 
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city within the meaning of that term as used in the constitutional 
provision above quoted. It will be noted that under the civil 
service statutes (chapter 354 of tlie Laws of 1883, as amended 
by chapter 410 of the Laws of 1884), as well as under the classi- 
fications adopted by the Governor or the Mayor of the city, the 
College has not been considered to be within the scope or pur- 
pose of the scheme formulated by those acts. It is to be furtlier 
noted that it was not because the acts themselves expressly ex- 
cepted the College that it was not included in either of the classi- 
fications made in pursuance of these provisions. The amenda- 
tory act of 1884, it is true, excepted departments of education in 
cities, but, as has been seen, the College was not at that time, nor 
has it been since, any part of an educational department of city 
or State. If it has been considered, therefore, that its officials 
were a part of the civil service of the State, they would have 
been subject to classification, as were other employes, so that the 
practical construction placed upon these statutes must be regarded 
as based upon the view that the College is not a part of the State 
or city civil service in such a sense as to bring it within the 
operation of these laws. 

In a recent decision rendered in Brooklyn in the case of 
Charles E. Bryant and others against Palmer, it was determined 
that armorers and janitors of armories which are by law ap- 
pointed by military commanders and are subject to military 
duties and orders, are a part of the military equipment of the 
State and belong to the military service rather than to the civil 
service, and hence are not subject to the civil service regulations. 
The civil service, therefore, does not embrace all who are paid 
by public monies, so that the term is not so far generic as to in- 
clude all branches of the public service. Accordingly it has been 
held by this department that employes of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, which is a distinct corporation supported in 
large part by public monies, are not within the operation of this 
provision of the Constitution now under examin<ition. I feel 
constrained to accept as conclusive the practical construction 
placed upon the statutes for these many years with reference to 
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the Collet^e, wliicli is wholly adverse to the view which would 

require its officials and employes to be classified and subjected to 

couipetitive tests as to fitness. 

It was decided in the Chittenden case that the presumption 

was in favor of the leo^ality of the exercise of the judgment of 

administrative officers in the first instance as to the practicability 

of competitive tcKSts. In the same sense, the presumption arising 

from the practical construction placed upon these acts by those 

officials themselves with reference to the College, is controlling 

upon me in deciding the status of the institution in its relation to 

the civil service of the State and, in the absence of a decision by 

the courts to the contrary, compels me to the conclusion that its 

officials, though, perhaps, in the public service, are not within 

the civil service as that term is used either in the civil service 

acts or in the Constitution any more than are the janitors and 

annorers of armories. I therefore advise you accordingly.

The Executive Committee for tlie care, etc., of the College of 
the City of New York, met this day at 3.30 o'clock p. m. 

Present — Alexander P. Ketchum, Chairman, and Trustees 
EusTis, Htjrlbut, Kklly, Little, Maclay, Montant, Webb, and 
the Chairman of the Board of Trustees — 9. 

The meeting was held for the purpose of considering special 
matters relating to the site for the College of the City of New 
York and other necessary business. 

On invitation, Assistant Corporation Counsel Turner, Mr. 
Chas. E. Lydecker, President of the College Alumni, and Mr. 
Jacob D. Butler were present. 

After consideration, a bill in the following form, proposed to 
be submitted to the Legislature for its action, was unanimously 
approved by the Executive Committee, and the Sub-Committee 
on Site, after further approval by the Trustees of the College, 
were directed to appear before the Legislature and advocate its 
passage : 

An Act to amend Chapter 168 of the Laws of 1895, entitled : 
" An Act to authorize the procuring of new grounds, and the 
erection thereon of buildings for the use of the College of the City 
of New York, and to provide the means to pay for the same, and 
giving authority to its Trustees " and the several acts amenda- 
tory thereof. 

The people of the State of New York, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Section III of Chapter 168 of the Laws of 1895, 
entitled : 

" An Act to authorize the procuring of new grounds, and the 
erection thereon of buildings for the use of the College of the 
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City of New York, and to provide the means to pay for the 
same, and giving authority to its Trustees," and the several acts 
amendatory thereof, is hereby amended to read as follows : 

Sec. 3. Upon the selection of such site and the filing of such 
map, the said Board of Trustees may, and they are hereby au- 
thorized in the name and on behalf of the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Commonalty of the City of New York, to enter into contract 
with the owner or several owners of said site or of individual 
parcels composing the same^ for the purchase thereof at a price 
or prices to be approved by the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment of said city at the reasonable value thereof (and not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate six hundred thousand dollars). The 
said Board of Trustees are hereby authorized to contract in 
prices which shall not exceed in the aggregate the sum of eight 
hundred thousand dollars for the entire site selected hy the said 
Boards and should any part or parts he not contracted for^ the 
said Trustees are authorized to maTce contracts for the remain- 
ing portions of said site, at an aggregate price as much less than 
eight hundred thousand dollars proportionately, as the area of 
the part not contracted for shall hear to the area of the eiitire 
site selected. And the said Trustees are herehy authorized to 
modify the map of the site selected so as to omit any part there- 
of hut in case any part of the site heretofore selected shall he 
omitted from the said site hy the said Trustees, the authority to 
purchase the remainder thereof shall he limited to the expendi- 
ture of the proportion of such sum, of eight hundred thousand 
dollars as the area of the modified site may hear to the whole 
site. 

If within thirty days after such site shall be selected, and such 
map or modified map shall be filed, the said Board of Trustees

The eight architects being notified of their appointment, after 
mature deliberation it was decided to call a meeting of the Sub- 
Committee in the President's OflSce to explain to the architects 
the wishes of the Board of Trustees. This meeting was held on 
August 3, all the architects being present except Messrs. Mc- 
Kim, Meade & White. Mr. George Martin Huss was present as 
a substitute, upon invitation of the Sub-Committee.
